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TWO MARINE AVIATORS KILLED 


Two Marine aviators from the Marine Flying Field 
at Quantico lost their lives in an accident last week. 
The flyers were First Lieutenant Herbert V. Hansen, 
and Second Lieutenant John M. Patton. 

Engine trouble seems to have been the primary 
cause of the accident though it has been impossible to 
determine the direct cause. 

Lieutenant Hansen was born in Minnesota in 1894. 
He entered the Marine Corps as an enlisted man in 
February, 1918, was commissioned as a permanent of- 
ficer in 1920, and was assigned to aviation duty in 
January, 1922. He served at Pensacola and at Quan- 
tico. He will be buried with military honors from 
Quantico, with Chaplain Niver officiating. 

Lieutenant Patton was born in California in 1892. 
He enlisted in July, 1917. Was commissioned a tem- 
porary officer in 1919, and a permanent officer in 1920. 
He served at Quantico, on board the U.S. S. Utah and 
at the Boston Navy Yard prior to his assignment to 
aviation duty. No services were held at Quantico, the 
remains being shipped to Lieutenant Patton’s home for 
burial. 





CIVIL WAR MARINE VISITS 
MARINE BARRACKS, WASHINGTON 


Mr. Frank Bateman, eighty years of age, was a vis- 
itor at the Marine Barracks, Washington, D. C., this 
week. Mr. Bateman served at the Marine Barracks in 
Washington during the Civil War. He is now a resi- 
dent of Grenloch, New Jersey. He is President of the 

3ateman Manufacturing Company of that city, of the 
3ateman-Wilkinson Co., of Toronto, Canada, and pres- 
ident of the Blackwood National Bank of Blackwood, 
N. J. 

Mr. Bateman recalls many interesting incidents of 
duty at the post in Washington. He says that the bar- 
racks are changed but the home of the “Colonel Com- 
mandant” is just the same. Sick call happened to go 
while Mr. Bateman was looking over the Barracks. 
He listened then remarked “Sick call—I haven’t heard 
that in sixty years.”

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RADIO FLASHES FROM RECRUITERS 


What can be conservatively called a master-stroke of 
advertising was accomplished by the Eastern Recruit- 
ing Division when they secured space in street cars, 
buses and rapid transit trains for the display of Ma- 
rine Corps cards. More than forty-two cities are now 
carrying these advertisements, and the total cost of 
the space allotted if paid for in cash would amount to 
approximately one hundred thousand dollars ($100,- 
000) a month. This estimate is based on the sum that 
is actually paid by civilian advertisers for an equal 
amount of space. The Marine Corps signs are dis- 
played both inside and outside of street cars; they 
are in the regular spaces allotted to cards; are swung 
from the strap rails, and in some cases are placed on 
the fenders of the cars. The cities include Greater 
New York, which is completely covered on surface, 
elevated and subway lines. 


Recruiters will have to plunge into their work with 
greater vigor than ever during the month of October, 
as the Major General Commandant has assigned a 
quota of 1,100 enlistments to the Recruiting Service 
for that month. Recruiting activities dragged a little 
in some districts for the month of September, but with 
the advent of cooler weather it is expected that there 
will be a steadily increasing flow of applicants who 
desire enlistment. 


The Marines at the Depot of Supplies are receiving 
congratulation on their success in adding some excel- 
lent improvements to the regulation Springfield rifle. 
The new models were used with great success by the 
American Rifle Team, which recently shot in the In- 
ternational Rifle Matches at Milan, Italy. 


Ten of the rifles used were fitted with the improved 
attachments by the Marines at the Philadelphia plant. 
The new model has an extra heavy barrel, and a new 
type of paim rest, especially designed to support the 
weight of the rifle and aid the marks man in retaining 
a steady hold. It has an adjustable sling swivel, a 
front sight attachment in which various sights may be 
fitted, and a shoulder-hook, which holds the butt of the 
rifle close to the shoulder. The latter innovation was 
adapted from the old Scheutzen rifle. The new model 
made an instantaneous hit when tested at the try-outs 
at Quantico, and the ten rifles were carried overseas 
by the team. 


A Tribute to Sergeant Major Quick 


The passing of Sergeant Major Quick calls to mind 
some traits of his character that were well known to 
those who knew him. During the latter part of Au- 
gust, 1917, two recruiters paid a visit to Quantico on 
official business. Accommodations were lacking, the 
post was crowded, and it was difficult to find quarters. 
Sergeant Major Quick found accommodations for one 
of the men, but could not find a place he believed would 
be suitable for the other. He turned his own desirable 
quarters over to the second man, despite his protests, 
and sought a makeshift bunk for himself elsewhere. 
That was Sergeant Major Quick to the letter. A quiet, 
hard-working, efficient non-commissioned officer, who 


modestly disclaimed any pretensions to being a hero. 
He was one of the old-time type of Marine—a type it 
is hoped will always remain in the Corps—who was 
ready to give a buddy the shirt off his back. 


Activities at Buffalo 


Buffalo Recruiters were recently called upon to 
render last honors to two Marines who had died in 
foreign service. The recruiters furnished the firing 
squad, and acted as pall bearers when the remains of 
their two comrades were laid away. Several of the 
recruiters of that station recently attended the New 
York State Fair at Syracuse, where they were on duty, 
distributing literature and telling interested persons 
about our service.
